The general policy 
of the 
earning cam paign is beginning 
in emerge. 
Since one of the 
controversies will undoubtedly 
be over lax reduclions, I would 
like to write this weekly letter 
on that subject, with only a 
m inim um reference to its pol­ 
itics. 
Over the weekend I listened 
to several forums and discus­ 
sions about the present econ­ 
omic situation, which is a nor­ 
mal “dow n” of the periodic ups 
and downs of the American 
economy continually adjusting 
itself, and which gives u s at the 
moment about 3.5 million un 
employed as compared, for ex ­ 
ample, to 4.7 million, in 1950.

OR THE FORUMS a n d dis­ 
cussions talked about ta x re­ 
ductions, and spokesmen for the 
opposite party, seem ingly 
by 
pro - agreement, 
c a m e 
out 
strongly for greater personal 
tax exemptions than the W ays 
and M eans Committee 
(both 
Democrats 
and 
Republicans) 
will feel it possible to grant. 
It will be well to consider 
certain simple facts. The deficit 
for the next fiscal year w a s esti­ 
mated by the Treasury, a n d the 
Council of Economic Advisors, 
as $2.9 billion. 
This involves 
several factors; the ability of 


the Appropriations Committee 
to cut estim ated spending in 
every possible place; the prob­ 
able income, which is closely 
connected 
with 
employment 
and with the morale of the 
people; cost not estimated, or 
(onneeted with defense, and the 
tax reductions adopted by the 
Congress. 
The Appropriations Commit­ 
tee will do the best it can. Even 
after the reductions of last year, 
my subcommittee is squeezing 
our 
part 
of the new budget 
around the edges, in the hope 
of getting a half billion more, 
or a b o u t one-sixth of 
the 
otherwise-expected deficit. It is 
a hard job. Defense is levelling 
< ff. It is too early to redeter­ 
mine 
the 
probable 
income. 
There rem ains only the factor 
of tax reduction. 
It 
m akes a nice cam paign 
speech to offer an additional 
$10(1 or $200 a year reduction 
in personal tax exemption, hut 
is it worth it to you personally? 
For each $100 w e reduce the 
national income about $2,000,­ 
000.000. For a couple dollars a 
week, average, you would face 
the probability of an inflation 
of more th an that am ount. Y'ou 
would thus lose the benefit of 
the reduction. There will he an 
increased exemption, but not a 
political exemption. It will he 
ail that can be made, soundly. 


THERE WILL BE reductions 
in other areas. This is the basis 
for some political arm -w aving 
by the more radical w ings of 
the opposition parly.
